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Kirovabad (40°42'N/46°22'E) military airfield, Transcaucasus WD, 5x1 
Was located at the northeastern perimeter of the town, abcut 2 ian 
north of the railroad station. The terrain north of the field rose 
sharply. the field was improved after 
the war. However, no construction The field 
covered an area of about 4 x 5 kn. three white 
runways, probably concrete runways, about 1,500 meters long, were 
available in the eastern portion of the field. Another 3 or 4 
runways, each about 1,000 meters long, may have been available in 
the western section of the field. All the runways extended from 
east to west. The landing field was made up of gravel. 


Four four-story barracks build'nzs, each about 30 reters long and 

O metors wide, were observed on the southern edge of the field, 
The buildings tere allegedly constructed after 1947 and vere said 

to have a capacity of about 300 men each. The barracks buildings 
appeared to be occupied by about 300 nen each, A large builcing, 
which presumably housed workshops, was observed in the northeastern 
corner of the field. The field was surrounded by a board fence. 
Several watch towers had been constructed around the field, Sentries 
were seen in front of the barrac*s buildings. . 


From 20. to 250 light aircraft including two-fuselage planes and 
about 50 jet plancesL__ CSCC Pinter, ercund 25x1 
attack, and reconnaissance aircraft were parked across the field 
west of the castern runway. An additional 100 to 150 twin anc four- 
engine aircraft were parked along the eastern boundary of the 
installation.
